VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
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quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

OF 


PARK COMMISSIONERS 
FOR THE YEAR ENDED DECEMBER 81, 1950. 


During the summer of 1950 there were 10,982 individuals 
who signed in at the bath-house. This was an inrease of 
2,242 individuals over the year of 1949. Swimming classes 
were well attended, especially in the beginners’ classes where 
it was found necessary to have four classes in the afternoon. 
There seems to be no indication that the beginners’ classes 
will drop any appreciable amount for the next few years. The 
following number of boys and girls successfully passed the re- 
quirements to qualify them for the various grade of swim- 
mers:

In addition to the regular swimming classes and courses, 
a class in diving was added and proved very popular. The 
annual swimming meet was again held, and was very success- 
ful and well patronized. The Park Commissioners are hope- 
ful that in the summer of 1951 a swimming meet will be held 
with one of the neighboring towns. 


The attendance at the morning playground session in- 
creased this year to an average of approximately 100 boys and 
girls each morning. As a result, it was found necessary to 
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increase the staff to handle the increase in the number of 
children attending, and to give more supervision. <A baseball 
school was held for a week at the beginning of the program, 
and during the first part of August, a basketball school was 
held. The baseball team did very well during the summer 
months, the 11-13 year old team winning all of its games, and 
the 18-15 year old team losing only two games out of six. 
Horseshoe pitching tournaments were organized and proved 
very popular. Handicraft classes continued to attract chil- 
dren in all age groups. Tennis was stimulated by the intro- 
duction of trophies for the boy and girl tennis champions. 


The basketball court proved to be increasingly popular as 
the summer came to a close. Almost any good day would find 
the younger people practicing and playing on the court. The 
other playground equipment has continued to be used almost 
without interruption by children of all age groups. 


At this time the Park Commissioners do not anticipate 
the addition of any more major equipment. Plans for the 
coming year have not been completed, but it is felt that the 
present equipment is adequate to meet all present require- 
ments. 


The long-term project of cleaning underbrush, reducing 
the fire hazard, and conserving the woodlands has continued 
throughout the greater part of the year. The improvement 
that is shown in the areas which have been completed is 
more than gratifying, and the year of 1951 should see further 
gains made.

No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be five 
years old on or before December 31. New pupils will be 
registered in May. 


No pupil may enter grade one unless he will be six years 
old on or before December 31. 


When a pupil first enters the public schools of the Town 
of Hopedale he must present a birth certificate and a vaccina- 
tion certificate. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has se- 
cured from the attending physician, or the school physician, 
or his representative, a health certificate stating that all dan- 
ger of contagion is over. 


The No-School signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
signal is sounded at 7.30 A. M., it closes all schools for all 
day. When the No-School signal is sounded at 7.45 A. M., it 
closes the kindergarten and grades one through six for all 
day, but the junior and senior high schools will be in session. 
When the No-School signal is sounded at 12.30 P. M., it closes 
the kindergarten and grades one through six for the after- 
noon. An effort will be made to have the signal announced 
on radio stations WTAG, WBZA and WKOX.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the sixty-fifth annual 
report. 


In the past year the usual program has been followed in 
the library. Books on the best-selling list are always in de- 
mand for adult reading and this need is met as far as pos- 
sible. A portion of the book budget also goes for standard 
books which will always be useful. 


Work with school forms an important part of the pro- 
gram. During November Book Week high school students 
wrote papers requiring the use of reference books, filing 
cabinets and such standard library tools. They also learned 
the arrangement of books according to the system in use in 
this as in most modern libraries. Grade teachers have co- 
operated in using library books for supplementary reading 
so that pupils often newly learned in reading may find that 
books may be fun and reading a pleasure as well as a school 
duty. Many pupils earned the certificates granted by the 
State upon the completion of reading and reporting on books 
of a certain set standard. An exhibit of art work by Hope- 
dale pupils brought many visitors to the Library in the spring. 


The collection of local history books, pictures and maps 
furnished pleasure and interest to many who visited the 
Library booth at the Town Hall Hobby Show. Much of this 
material pertaining to early Hopedale days is often of use in 
the schools. 
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The South Hopedale branch continues to give service to 
the residents of that section under the capable management 
of Mrs. Constance Jones whose pleasant front room makes an 
ideal small library. 


The librarian has profited by attending regional meetings 
in the Webster and Fitchburg libraries as well as in Boston. 


Appreciation is due all members of the staff who helped 
the library fulfill its duties to the public. Especial thanks 
are due the Trustees who have made the needs of the Library 
and staff their especial consideration during the past years.
